LONDON, Aug. 26.—Brest-Litovsk, 
the main’ Russian fortress and con- 


centration ‘centre for the ‘Bug line of 
defenses, was occupied by the Austro- 
Germans today. While the ‘Russians 
offered stout resistance to the invad- 
ers during their approach to the for- 
tress, it is apparent that they did not 
attempt to defend Brest-Litovsk it- 
self, Dut evacuated it as they did Os- 
sowetz, in conformity with their in- 
tention, indicated in the dispatches 
from Petrograd yesterday, tO take up 
new positions further east. ‘ 

The Germen? now are in possession 
of the whole line of railway from 
Cholm to Bailystok, The Russians, 
having already evacuated the latter 
city, the lesser fortresses of Grodno 
and Olita are now the only strongly 
defended positions remaining in_ the 
hands of the Russians. Both these 
are being approached by the Germans 
and probably will be given up when 
they have fulfilled their purpose of 
facilitating the retreat of the Russian 
arintes.

Fighting in Argonne by 
Petards and Grenades

PARIS, Aug. 26, 11:39  p.m.—The 
following official communication was 


issued tonight: 

“In the sector north of Arras a ra- 
ther violent cannonade was reported, 
especially around Souchez and to the 
south of Neuville, near the road to 
Lille. Some artillery actions are re- 
jorted in the region’ of Roye, and in 
the Aisne valley, where we shelled the 
German works to the north of Sois- 
sons. The enemy has shelled the city 
of Rheims rather violently: We have, 
on our part, shelled very efficaciously 
the German trenches in front of Cer- 


ney-Les-Reims, In the Argonne the 
fighting by ‘means of petards and 
vides js still very violent on the 
» front, with our artillery inter- 
vening usefully at -times, In the 
Woevre, to the north of Alirey, in the 


Vosges ut La Fontenelle, in the region 
of Luise and in Alsace, in the, Doller 
waley,;. some artitiery™ duels have 
taken place. On the 26th our avia- 
tors bombarded the German encamp- 
ments at Pennes and at Bauasant, in 
the Woevre, where they started a fire. 
The station and the bivouacs of the 
Germans at Grand Pre Chatel., Cer- 
nay and Fleville, in the Argonne; the 
station at Tengnier, the aviation sheds 
of Vitry, in Artois, and the station at 
Boisieux have also been bombarded by 
our aviators. A bombing expedition 
arranged by the French and British 
naval and the Trench, Uritish and 
Belgian army aviators, including in all 


sixty aeroplanes, set forth to the 
Monthulst forest, where they started 
several fires, Every aeroplane came 


back home. ©n the night of the 25- 
26 our aviators dropped 127 bombs on 
the Noyon station,”

British Have Now a New 
Sport of Submarine

LONDON, Aug. 26—In the admir- 
alty report of the exploit of the ibrit- 
ish airmen in sinking a German sub- 
marine yesterday it is significantly 
stated that it has not been the prac- 
tice of the admiralty to publish ac- 
counts regarding the losses of Ger- 
man submarines, “important though 
they have been,” in cases where the 
Germans had no other source of in- 
formation as to the time and place at 
which these losses occurred. 

It haseen reported for months that 
a large number of German submar- 
ines, variously stated as from twenty 
to forty, have been caught by the 
‘British navy, but today’s statement is 
the only offjcial admission that there 
were others than those previously an- 
nounced by the admiralty as having 
been destroyed. 

The \Earl of Selborne’s statement 
that the navy now has the submarine 
menace well in hand, lends color to 
recent unofficial reports that the 
British of late months captured a 
large number of submarine vessels 
and that many others have been sunk. 
Since the beginning of the war the 
British official reports, however, have 
accounted for but one Germen sub- 
marine. ‘besides the one the cestruc- 
tion of which was announced today: 
although there have been vague re- 
ferences to submarines belng rammed 
or sunk by Unarmed ships in the 
British channel ,and in one instance 
a reward offered by the admiralty for 
the sinking of a submarine has been 
paid to a British merchantman, A 
German official report, however, sub- 
sequently said at this submarine 
had safely returned to her port. 

There have been. no official intima. 
tion as to what method, offérsive oF 
defensive, has been taken by the 
British navy against submarines, al- 
though the admiralty previously has 
announced ils satisfaction with these 
measures,

The events leading up to the seiz- | 
ure of the contents of the warehouse 
are interesting from the fact that li- 
quor which has been analyzed and 
alleged to be gold from the local ware- 
‘house of Drewry and Company was 
found to contain more than one per 
cént. alcohol, contrary to the recently 
passed sales of liquor act of the pro- 
vince, 

The particular case of selling which 
brought on the seizure was made to 
a deputy in Wolseley, according to in- 
formation received by the police. The 
liquor was seized in the C.P.R, freight 
shed at Wolseley some time ago and 
When analyzed by Dr, Charlton, pro- 
Vinelal analyst, was found to contain 


alcohol in excess of one per cent, The 
case against the company is set for 
hearing in the police court next 
Tuesday.

The following letter hag ‘been re- 
ceived by Mr, Alfred J. Hughes from 
J. L, Warren, of the 49th battalion, 
now at Shorncliffe: ‘ 

Shorncliffe Camp, Aug. Sth, 

Dear Mr. Hughes,—Many thanks 
for your welcome letters, also for the 
Edmonton Bulletin and the other 
papers and magazines, all of which I 
find most Inlemesting. The 5ist bat- 
talion are not in England yet, but the 
draft from the 5ist have gone to the 
front. They left about a week ago. 
80 Edmonton has been damaged by a 
flood. I suppose by this time things 
have settled back to a normal condi- 


tion. No doubt you have been won- 
dering how I am getting on. I must 
say Lam doing fine. Last week I was 
made electrician for the battalion. 
I am very busy now, for 1 have to 
brush up on my Morse code, but I 


do not think it will take me long, for 
I know most of it now. The 4th 
Was down to the ranges all last week. 
We have the Mark 3, Ross rifle, and 
most of us are doing fine in shooting. 
On Saturday last I did fine. Had to 
load and fire five round in thirty 
seconds. The distance was four 
hundred yards, 1 made eighteen 
points out of a possible twenty. By 
the way, I have taken to loading my 
rifle with my left hand, ‘having, as 
you know, no thumb on my right. We 
have five shots in a clip, so it is quite 
easy to load, Most soldiers at 
Shorncliffe say that the 49th batta- 


ner Writes of Edmonton 
_ Regiment Now at Shorncliffe 


Non is the best battalion here. The 
staff say that we are the finest batta- 
lion out of the thirty thousand men 
here. We abwaye get first place when 
the Cinadians are inapected. The 49th 
is golng to the fromt @& a batialion, 
They are not going to take drafts out 
of. us, like they have from the other 
battalions. 

Shorncliffe is a very © nice 
Our camp is about a mile from the 
sea, and there is no mud here, It is 
all sand. Our tents are not very 
good. We often get wet at night— 
too wet to stay in bed; but we soon 
dry out again. Severay times we 
have had long night marches, Some 
nights we go over twenty miles. 
Other nights we spend in judging 
distances and are getting itdown to a 
science, My brother from Prince 
Albert is at Shorneliffe. He is 
about half a mile from me. Some 
time ago I went to see my people and 
you may guess they were pleased to 


see me, after being away so long. I 
am going home again soon, 

Well, Mr. Hughes, I think this ts 
about all I have to say. I am ex- 


pecting to go to the front very soon 
now, but your letters and mapers will 
be sent on all right. Remember me 
to all friends and your family and 
tell them all that the 49th will make 
good. Must close now, as the boys 
are making so much noise that I 
can't hear myself speak.—Yours very 
sincerely, J. L. Warren.

WOUNDED AT RIGA, 

London, Aug, 26—A dispatch to the 
Central News fro Amsterdam says 
that a transport carrying seriously 
wounded German marines, who par- 
ticipated in the recent fighting in the 
Gulf of Riga, has arrived ut Konigs- 
berg from Libau.
